Of this amount 
$457 was received by subscription in work and 
money. 

On the No, 2 Clarendon road I built 150 rods of 
unfinished graveled work. I spent $497.16, Also 
built one concrete culvert, costing $48.41.

On the No. 5 Proctor road I built 75 rods of 
crushed stone road finished with gravel, X spent 
$597.07. I built two stone culverts, costing $63.50, 
The gravel and surveying on this road not costing 
anything, being donated.
